California faces flood threat; heavy snows widespread 

\ssocioted Press Nearly a foot of snow fell on the Columbia Gorge and 


Storms Hiked much of the nation on Friday, Bringing up 
to 2 feel of snow to lH>tli the Nonliciisi and Northwest. 

In California, heavy rains threatened to bring more 
flooding. 

Strong winds whipped the Midwest and pans of the 
Kocky Mountain region, while heavy snow also fell on 
. .much of the nonhem Plains, Temperatures fell below zero 
in several Nonlieastuni cities.
